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Gov. Exon Says He Intends To Veto Increase In School Aid

Gov , J, James Elx on Tu esday said he intends to 
v eto Sen. Jerome Warner’s bill to increase state aid 
to schools from $55 million per y ear to more than 
$150 million in three y ears. 
In an impromptu press conference, Ex on 
reiterated many of the objections he has v oiced in 
the past on similar Warner bills sent to his desk. 


Ex on said the bill, LB7 7 2 which passed on a 33- 
15 v ote, is a “re-ru n" of earlier state aid bills which 
he said, "In my opinion, attempts to shift the tax 
bu rden from those with the g reatest ability to pay 


to those with the least.” 
The bill wou ld requ ire increasing the sales tax 
by an additional 1% and the personal income tax by 
another 57©, while prop^ y tax es wou ld be 
lowered. 


One-third of Nebraska’s 1.6 million residents 
are renters. Ex on said, and wou ld receiv e no relief 
as a resu lt of lower property tax es. In the past. 
Ex on has su g g ested a law be enacted ensu ring 
property tax redu ctions wou ld be reflected in lower 
rents. 
Althou g h Ex on said he is awaiting rev enu e es­ 
timates from the Department of Rev enu e before

actu ally v etoing the measu re, the said, "It is safe to 
say I intend to v eto the measu re." 


"Since this administration likes to be consis­ 
tent. it wou ld seem inconsistent if I did not v eto the 
bill," he stated. 


Ex on said he wou ld sig n a new bill (LB9 84> 
pu tting a lid on school distnct ex penditu res for 
fiscal 19 75 That bill, it is estimated, wou ld permit 
a 137© increase in school district bu dg ets to cov er 
hig her salaries and material costs.

He also said the “pressu re on 
prices" will continu e becau se 
imported oil costs abou t twice as 
mu ch as domestic oil. 
Nix on beg an a nationally 
broadcast appearance before the 
National Assoi'iation of Broad­ 
casters by say ing that becau se of 
the end of the embarg o, “it will 
not be necessary for u s to hav e 
compu lsory rationing in the 
United States." 
He said oil allocations to in­ 
du stry and ag ricu ltu re will be in­ 
creased, and additional g asoline 
a lloc a tions w ill be m ade 
av ailable to eliminate waiting 
bnes it serv ice stations 
Once ag ain, he appealed to 
‘Cong ress to pass his energ y 
measu res, particu larly bills to 
dereg u late natu ral g as. dev elop 
new sou rces and to relax en­ 
v ironmental restrictions 
While Nix on said he was 
rescinding the Su nday closing 
order, the g asoline station 
closing s actu ally hav e been on a 
v olu ntary basis at his requ est 


from the people in Kearney and 
W ay ne. I wou ld think they wou ld 
welcome this proposal." 


NU now has campu ses in Lin­ 
coln and Omaha, with other ac­ 
tiv ities scattered ou tstate. Its 
latest addition of properties in 
Scottsblu ff for ag ricu ltu ral ac­ 
tiv itie s w as proposed by 
Carpenter in 19 73. 
Carpenter was also the leading 
leg islativ e force in the 19 6 7 crea- 
tion of the U niv ersity of 
Nebraska at Omaha 


Kearney and Way ne are the 
colleg es which wou ld best fit the 
u niv ersity sy stem, Carpenter 
said, bu t Chadron State Colleg e 
and Peru Slate Colleg e mig ht 
merit consideration too. 


“They 're all in trou ble," he 
said 
“ Stu dent enrollment is not 
likely to increase ov er the nex t 
10 y ears u nless we find some 
way to make edu cation av ailable 
to more people, particu larly the 
y ou ng fellow who liv es on the 
other side of the tracks. 


"H e is somewhat bitter, 
hecau .se he hasn't been g iv en the 
opportu nity which is av ailable to 
those who can afford to pay their 
own way ." 


In order to help those with 
lim ited financial resou rces, 
Carpenter said, he su pports an 
increase in tu ition remission 
scholarships and, if possible, 
lower dormitory rates for those 
who cannot afford the cu rrent 
cost. 


“I wou ld like to g iv e the Board 
of Reg ents and the state colleg e 
tru stees au thority not only to 
prov ide additional st'hoiarships 
bu t to neg otiate lesser dorm 
rates for those stu dents," he 
said 


“We'v e g ot a lot of u nu sed 
facilities, and there are a hellu v a 
lot of people who ou g ht to be 
u sing them.” 


If the colleg es at Kearney and 
Way ne were integ rated into the 
NU sy iitem. Carpenter said, 
"they wou ld be assu red of a long 
life" 


The remaining state colleg es 
shou ld 
be m erg ed into a 
statewide sy stem with the com­ 
mu nity technical colleg es and 
g ov erned by a sing le board of 
tru stees. Carpenter said. 


“ That wou ld be the ideal 
sy .stem.” he said. 


. “It may be late in the session 
to accomplish it. bu t nothing 's 
impossible. We cou ld still pu t it 
all tog ether if we want to.”

SE Tech OKs Flexible Policy 
. . . Tax Support Of Football Discontinued

The Sou theast N ebraska 
Technical Commu nity Colleg e 
Area Board Tu esday adopted an 
activ ity , athletic and tu ition 
remission (scholarship) policy 
for the Fairbu ry campu s, with 
bu ilt-in flex ibility responsiv e to 
whatev er allocation the final 
state bu dg et allows. 


.All measu res in the policy 
allow F a irbu ry ’s football 
prog ram to continu e, bu t discon­ 
tinu e its su pport with local or 
state tax dollars. The amou nt 
last y ear was $7,000, according to 
board chairman Merle W. Ebers 
of Seward. 


The g eneral fu nd tax money 
instead wou ld be channeled into 
intra m u ra l sports and co- 
cu rricu lar activ ities, su ch as 
mu sic, drama and jou rnalism. 
The pobcy stipu lates su pport 
of athletic prog rams and ac­ 
tiv ities may come from ou tside 
sou rces, prov ided the fu nding is 
raised and deposited with the 
colleg e area treasu rer by May 1. 
One premise of the policy , 
based on th e L e g isla tu re 
allowing su pport of tu ition 
remissions, athletics and ac­ 
tiv ities prog rams at Fairbu ry , 
wou ld continu e to limit tu ition 
remissions to in-state stu dents at 
107© of the prev iou s y ear’s total 
stu dent tu ition. Other athletic 
prog rams wou ld receiv e con­ 
tinu ed su pport. 


All fou r premises wou ld offer 
contracts to athletic personnel 
conting ent on the final fu nding 
apparatu s. They also create a 
task force of area hig h school 
stu dents and Fairbu ry stu dents, 
facu lty m em bers and area 
citizens to dev elop athletic, ac-

tiv ity and academic prog rams. 


The other three premises of 
th e policy allow for the 
Leg islatu re discontinu ing su p­ 
port in any one or a combination 
of the three policy areas. 
‘‘Su pport for other prog rams 
wou ld not be altered,” said 
board member Don Ferg u son of 
Lincoln. 
Ebers said, "I feel that foot­ 
ball has been picked ou t and dis­ 
criminated ag ainst,” bu t com­ 
m ended the com m ittee of 
F'erg u .son, chairman Howard R 
Mannschreck of Fairbu ry and 
Gary L. Carstens of Beatrice, 
who au thored the policy . 


Fred Grov er, Fairbu ry ad­ 
missions dean, said if tu ition 
remissions su pport is discon­ 
tinu ed, it cou ld mean a decrease 
in federal financial aid, which 
this y ear was $6 8,000. 
Tu ition remissions are “v itally 
important" to the entire school, 
Grov er said. Withou t them, 
stu dents ‘will immediately look 
elsewhere” for an edu cation, he 
said. 
Projected tu ition nex t y ear 
from all three area Colleg e cam­ 
pu ses is abou t $773,000, 107© of 
which is allowable on tu ition 
remissions, said Area President 
Robert S. Eicher. 
Thu s, abou t $77,000 is at issu e, 
depending on leg islativ e action. 


The board also passed a 


measu re, pu tting it on record in 
su pport of state policy on tu ition 
remissions. 


Ferg u son said the "potential is 
there" to ex pand enrollment 
throu g h ex panded activ ity and 
academic prog rams, despite the 
possible loss of football. 
If the stu dents and commu nity 
“see football as a priority , the 
board has g iv en them the option 
to su pport that" themselv es, 
Ferg u son said. 
Fairbu ry cam pu s Stu dent 
C ou ncil 
pre s ide nt 
D u ane 
Pu cket, appearing before the 
board with abou t 20 stu dent 
se na te and stu de nt body 
members, u rg ed continu ed tax 
su pport of football. 


Pu cket also asked the board to 
make a decision abou t bu ilding a 
stu dent center bu ilding at Fair­ 
bu ry , now in the works for six 
y ears. 


Stu dents hav e paid du ring that 
time a $10 fee per term for the 
bu ilding , and “not one penny of 
tax money " ex ists in the fu nd, 
with a cu rrent balance of abou t 
$41,500, he said. 
The local Fairbu ry board, 
which g ov erned the campu s 
before the Sou theast Commu nity 
Colleg e was formed last Ju ly , 
has spent more than $9 ,000 on 
architects’ fees and ex penses on 
the proposed bu ilding already , 
he said. 


According to two stu dent su r­ 
v ey s, most of the respondents 
want the money retu rned, u nless 
a separate bu ilding is bu ilt, 
Pu cket said. The stu dent senate 
proposed a 40 by 7 0 steel 
bu ilding to cost abou t $40,000. 
Stu dent rev enu e into the fu nd 
is abou t $6 ,000 y early , he said 
The board v oted to establish a 
committee of Fairbu ry stu dents 
and facu lty members and which 
may inc lu de A rea B oard 
members to stu dy bu ilding a stu ­ 
dent center or refu nding the 
money to stu dents. 


In other action, the board 
au thorized the Fairbu ry campu s 
to contract for a two-month pilot 
stu dy on cafeteria manag ement, 
to improv e dorm food and deter­ 
mine the possibility of adding 
weekend meals nex t fall. 
The board delay ed action on 
increasing dorm room and board 
rates by $100 per y ear at Fair­ 
bu ry or on any other campu s, 
after Eicher said the Leg islatu re 
is su g g esting the Colleg e Area 
lower its tu ition rates by $75 to 
com e into line with other 
colleg es. 
The Leg islatu re wou ld su b­ 
sidize the tu ition rev enu e loss, 
he said. 
Lonnie Johnson, area director 
of commu nity serv ices, su b­ 
mitted to the board an adu lt 
edu cation proposal in the 15- 
cou nty commu nity colleg e area, 
for the board’s stu dy .

HOUSTON, Tex . (AP) — President Nix on, 
declaring that "drag g ing ou t Waterg ate drag s down 
America," rejecteii Tu esday nig ht a conserv ativ e 
Repu blican s call for his resig nation and said it 
takes cou rag e to stand and fig ht as he means to do. 
He then admonished the Hou se of Represen­ 
tativ es to follow the Constitu tion as it looks into im­ 
peachment proceeding s ag ainst him 
“If they do, I will,” Nix on said as he repeated his 
v ow to preserv e the confidentiality of White Hou se 
dfK'u ments despite the demands of the Hou se 
Ju diciary Committee for additional ev idence 
In an hou r-long nationally broadcast, qu estion- 
and-answer session before the National .Association 
of Broadcasters. Nix on said that to g iv e the panel 
what he called a hu nting license for White Hou se 
docu ments wou ld destroy confidentiality and crip­ 
ple the presidency 
He said that m itself wou ld prolong “an in­ 
v estig ation that has already g one on too long 
becau se, believ e me, drag g ing ou t Waterg ate drag s 
down America and I want to bring it to a con­ 
clu sion" 
Sen. James L. Bu ckley of New York called in 
Washing ton for the resig nation of the President he 
had su pported, bu t Nix on qu ickly rejei'ted that call. 
He said it wou ld not lead him to reassess his oft- 
repeated v ow to stay on the job 
The qu estion of additional materials sou g ht by 
the Hou se Ju diciary Committee came u p repeated­ 
ly , and .Ni.x on said his aides still are discu ssing the 
matter with the cong ressional panel He did not 
reply directly to the qu estion of what he wou ld do 
if additional materials were su bpoenaed by the 
committee. 


Later, he rejected a qu estioner's su g g estion that 
he sou g ht to limit the bou ndaries of the Hou se in- 
qu irv ' by refu sing to tu rn ov er additional White 
Hou se docu ments and tapes 


Nix on said he will try to find a proper way to 
meet the demands of Cong ress. Bu t he said he mu st 
consider the impact on fu tu re presidents, and will 
do nothing that wou ld weaken the presidency . 
“I will not participate in the destru ction of the 
presidency of the United States while I am in this 
office,” he said 


On other points, Nix on. 
—Said he believ es the United States and Eu ro­ 
pean allies will “work ou t the differences that we 
hav e in the economic and political fields," and 
ru led ou t u nilateral military cu tbacks on the conti­ 
nent. 
His tone was more conciliatory than it was last 
Friday when he warned the Eu ropeans that trans- 
Atlantic cooperation “is not a one way street." 
—Pledg ed that the United States will continu e 
working for peace in the “flash point” area of the 
Middle East wharev er the Arabs do abou t the oil 
embarg o. He said this will requ ire cooperativ e ef­ 
forts with the Sov iet Union. He added that he 
believ es the peace effort will av oid any reinstate­ 
ment of the Arab embarg o. 
—Said the economy will remain in “a difficu lt 
period" for the nex t few months, and said beef 
prices are likely to remain hig h. Bu t he repeated 
predictions that prices ov er-all wou ld beg in to 
moderate in the third qu arter of the y ear. 
Nix on also said "the farmers hav e nev er had it so 
g ood,” and added the administration also is con­ 
cerned abou t holding down food prices for the 
hou sewife. 
—Warned ag ainst "a new sense of isolationism” 
in .America which he said has led many to adv ocate 
bring ing military forces home. "That’s g ood short 
rang e politics, it’s disastrou s long term policy ," he 
said. 
—Said the United States is continu ing discu ssions 
with North V ietnam reg arding som e 1,500 
Americans missing in action in Indochina. 
Howev er, Nix on added: “I don’t want to hold ou t 
false hopes." 
Judge Bars Two SLA Men From TV 


MARTINEZ, Calif. (AP) — A ju dg e denied on 
Tu esday a requ est for a national telev ision 
appearance by two jailed Sy mbionese Liberation 
Army members who claim they hav e su g g estions 
that cou ld lead to freedom for kidnaped heiress 
Patricia Hearst. 
The ju dg e said he was afraid su ch an appearance 
by the two men, who are in prison on mu rder 
charg es, cou ld make it impossible for them to g et a 
fair trial. 


Miss Hearst’s father, newspaper ex ecu tiv e Ran­ 
dolph A. Hearst, said he was disappointed. "I 
hav en’t read the whole decision,” Hearst said. “I 


don’t see how any statement that mig ht possibly 
bring abou t the release of ou r dau g hter cou ld keep 
the defendants from g etting a fair trial. I need time 
to think it ov er." 
Hearst promised fu rther comment Wednesday 
morning . 
In tu rning down the requ est, Contra Costa Cou n­ 
ty Su perior Cou rt Ju dg e Sam Hall said. "It cou ld 
create an atmosphere that wou ld make it impossi­ 
ble for_the defendants to receiv e a fair trial in 
California or in the United States. I can’t let this 
happen.” 
The terrorist Sy mbionese Liberation Army , 
which say s it kidnaped the 20-y ear-old coed Feb. , 


had threatened to sev er all commu nications with 
Miss Hearst’s family u nless Joseph Remiro, 27, and 
Ru ssell Little, 24, g ot the telev ised appearance. 
The attorney s asked Hall only for an “adv isory 
opinion” to pav e the way for a similar requ est 
Wednesday in neig hboring Alameda Cou nty where 
the two men are held. Bu t the ju dg e declared; 


"I am assu ming defendants and cou nsel do want 
me to do something . I will not pass the bu ck." 
Oakland Mu nicipal Cou rt Ju dg e Stafford Bu ckley 
was schedu led to ru le on the same telev ision 
propoal Wednesday . Permission of both ju dg es was 
requ ired.

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Federal Antitrust Efforts 
Dealt Stunning Defeat 
Rv ro irn 
. .

(c) Washington Star-News 
Washington — The Supreme 
Court Tuesday dealt a stunning 
defeat to the antitrust efforts of 
the Nixon administration. 
On a 5-to-4 v ote, the court 
ruled against the gov ernment’s 
b id to b lock the acquisition of an 
Illinois strip-mining outfit b y 
General Dynamics Corp. 
The decision apparently 
reflects the high court’s in- 
crea.sed skepticism ab out the 
Justice Depiwlment’s enforce­ 
ment of antitrust laws. 


This skepticism b egan to sur­ 
face during the 1972-73 court 
term, in contrast to the con­ 
sistently pro-antitrust attitude of 
the court in the years when Elarl 
Warren was chief justice. 
Last June the court, for the 
first time in decades, v oted 6 to 3 
to reject a Justice Department 
appeal of an adv erse ruling in a 
b ank monopoly case. In a second 
b ank acquisition case last spring, 
the court split 4-4, a v ote that 
allowed the challenged merger 
to take place. 
And last Octob er, the justices 
refused, 8 to 1. to hear the 
Justice Department’s appeal in a 


case inv olv ing an allegedly 
monopolistic association of 
supermarket chains. 
In Tuesday’s case, the gov ern­ 
ment contended that the acquisi­ 
tion b y General Dynamics 
v iolated the Oayton Act. which 
b ars mergers that may act 
“sub stantially to lessen competi­ 
tion, or tend to create a 
monopoly.’’ 
The acquisition made General 
Dynamics the nation’s fifth 
la rge st com m ercial coal 
producer. The acquired firm. 
United E lectric Coal Co., 
operated four strip mines. 


A lower-court judge had 
rejected the gov ernment’s argu­ 
ment that the acquisition would 
increase monopolistic concentra­ 
tion in the Midwestern coal 
market, and the Supreme Court 
ig)held that v iew. 
Voting in the majority were 
Justice Potter Stewart and the 
four court memb ers appointed 
b y President Nixon, Chief 
Justice Warren E. Burger and 
Justice Harry A. Blackmun, 
Lewis F. Powell Jr., and 
William H. Rehnqui.st. 
The dissenters were Justices 
William 0. Douglas. William J. 


Brennan Jr., Byron R. White 
and 'Hiurgood Marshall, In a dis­ 
senting opinion, Douglas 
declared that the majority 
showed "a deep-seated judicial 
b ias’’ against enforcing the 
Clayton Act. 
^ fore the court recesses in 
late June, it is expected to rule 
on two other important b ank 
monopoly cases, which the 
Nixon administration lost in the 
lower courts and then appealed 
to the Supreme Court. 
In another decision Tuesday, 
the court ruled unanimously that 
citizens threatened with possib le 
prosecution b ut not actually 
charged may challenge b efore a 
federal judge the law under 
which they are threatened. 
The case inv olv ed the attempt 
b y a Georgia man to contest a 
trespass law which b arred him 
from distrib uting antiw ar 
leaflets at a shopping center. 
Since the man had not actually 
b een charged — police had 
merely threatened him with 
arrest — lower federal courts 
held that the could not press a 
constitutional challenged against 
the law in federal court. But the 
justices ov erturned 
those 
rulings.

000 hot meals a day.

We find a g rea t dea l in the letter with which to sy m­ 
pa thize. While it is inev ita ble tha t o lder residentia l a rea s will 
fa ce certa in ma intena nce co sts a nd v ita l tha t the wo rk in­ 
v o lv ed be do ne, the huma n element o f thing s sho uld no t be 
fo rg o tten. 
The writer sug g ests tha t there be impro v ed no tice 
pro cedures when ho me-o wners a re to ld to inv est in the up­ 
keep o f public fa cilities, a n ex tended perio d o f pa y ment 
a rra ng ed a nd mo re ca reful pro g ra mming o f such ma tters so 
a s to a v o id ex cessiv e ex pense a t a ny g iv en time.

Bo th a rea lity a nd a principle a re a t wo rk here a nd bo th 
need to be reco g nized. Neither priv a te utilities with semi- 
g o v emmenta l rig hts no r the g o v ernment itself sho uld ta ke 
a n a uto cra tic a ttitude in such ma tters. 
No thing will infuria te a pro perty -o wner mo re tha n a 
perfuncto ry no tice to perfo rm so me pa rticula r a ctio n, es­ 
pecia lly if it inv o lv es a mea ning ful o utla y o f ca sh. Wha t is 
mo re irrita ting tha n a two -week no tice to remo v e a tree, fo r 
insta nce, tha t ha s been in a sta te o f deca y fo r mo nths o r 
ma y be y ea rs? 
Wha t is mo re frustra ting tha n a n o rder to repla ce a 
sidewa lk in sev en da y s when the thing ha s been in disrepa ir 
fo r quite so me time? Wha t is mo re ma ddening tha n sudden­ 
ly g etting a bill fo r a utility impro v ement y o u nev er ev en 
knew wa s being ma de o r wa s wa rra nted?

Perha ps the thing co uld be lumped under the g enera l 
hea ding o f public rela tio ns. If we a re g o ing to fo rce peo ple to 
do thing s, we a t lea st o ug ht to do so in a s co nsidera te a 
ma nner a s po ssible. 
Ho me-o wners sho uld be a dv ised well a hea d o f time o f 
the na ture o f the wo rk they a re g o ing to be a sked to perfo rm 
o r tha t which will be do ne fo r them a nd billed to them. The 
necessity fo r wha tev er is do ne sho uld be fully ex pla ined to 
them a nd they sho uld ha v e a cho ice in the ma tter o f pa y ­ 
ment.

Women Making I nroads 
I nto Upper Union Ranks 


WASHINGTON - Women’s 
Liberation finally has come to 
that long-time bastion of male 
chauvinism, the trade union. 
Representatives from around 40 
different unions are expected to 
attend the first national con­ 
ference for women trade union 
members, to be held in Chicago 
starting March 23. The Coalition 
of Labor Union Women, which is 
sponsoring the meeting, has 
demanded equal pay, equal 
rights, equal opportunity and 
“more women in union struc­ 
tures and policy-making 
decisions.” 


The Chicago conference is 
only the latest indication of a 
growing “ feminine revolt“ 
within the labor movement. At 
the local level, women unionists 
are forming policies, industry- 
financed day care centers, and 
flexible working hours. 


About 450 women attended 
the United Auto Workers’ first 
women’s conference in June, 
1972. Since then, similar con­ 
ferences have been sponsored by 
the Communications Workers of 
America, the International 
Union of Electrical Workers, 
the American Federation of 
Teachers, and the American 
Newspaper Guild. 


More than 4.5 m illion 
American women belonged to 
unions in 1972 — 13.6% of all 
women in the labor force. An ad­ 
ditional 1.2 million women 
belonged to public and 
professional 
employe 
organizations, such as the 
National Education Association 
and the American Nurses 
Association.

Automakers Hopeful 


If the U.S. auto industry is banking on the end 
of the Arab oil embargo to assure a reversal over 
the long term of the downward trend in car sales, 
the industry could be kidding itself. 
Industry leaders sounded optimistic enough 
after Arab oil ministers announced in Vienna Mon­ 
day that the five-month-old embargo imposed on 
the United States as a political lever would be 
lifted. “ It's the positive news we’ve been waiting 
for. It should help reassure consumer confidence,” 
said the chief of General Motors, which has been 
hardest hit by the big car sales slump. The chair­ 
man of Chrysler Corp. likewise enthused that lif­ 
ting of the embargo “should remove a good deal of 
uncertainty that has been inhibiting the economy.” 
The automakers are probably correct in an­ 
ticipating a modest sales boom which should 
reduce the inventory of almost 1.8 million unsold 
cars. 
But they and the consumers would be un­ 
realistic in thinking that lifting of the Arab oil em­ 
bargo means an end to the energy crisis or an end 
to the trend toward economy cars. 
One thing that has “inhibited” the consumer 
and that is not expected to change even as Arab oil 
reaches American shores is the high price of gas­ 


oline. Even with increased motor fuel supplies, the 
public has been warned that the best that can be 
hoped for is a stabilizing of prices, but that 
probably a few more increases are in order. This 
pressure should make the trend toward economy 
driving a certainty for some time to come. 


Another thing the automakers should keep in 
mind is that the sheikhs can slap an embargo on 
again as easily as they removed the last one. Accor­ 
ding to the Saudi Arabian oil minister, the situation 
w1U be reviewed in two months. If the Arab cause 
is not served in the ongoing Middle East 
negotiations, supplies could well be shut off again 
in June. 


The stockholders had better hope that corpora­ 
tion executives are not going to let production 
levels rise and fall with the caprices of the Arab 
sheikhs. A business which rides the tide of inter­ 
national political wheeling and dealing is a pretty 
risky enterprise. 
The automakers quite logically hope that they 
can get rid of their present large inventory of un­ 
sold cars. But they better gear production to a 
more realistic appraisal of the future energy situa­ 
tion.

The reasons given for this 
under-representation vary. 
Family responsibilities often 
keep women workers from 
attending union positions that 
require extra hours of work or 
travel. 


Still another obstacle is the 
fact that women tend to occupy 
unskilled and semi-skilled 
positions, from which relatively 
few union leaders emerge. 
Today, women hold only 4% of 
all craftsmen and foremen 
positions. Less than one per cent 
of the 365,000 persons in 
registered apprentice training 
classes are women.

Those who marvel at man’s inability to solve 
the little problems of hfe will be interested in what 
is happening at Inyo National Forest in California. 
The U.S. Forest Service says it has been forced 
to limit public access to Mt. Whitney, the highest 
point in the continental United States. Last year, 
15,700 people used the trail to Mt. Whitney, in­ 
cluding 1,164 on the Labor Day weekend. During 
summer months, it’s not unusual to have more than 
250 people on the trail in one day. 
But under a plan announced this week, the 
Forest Service will in the future allow only 75 peo­ 
ple a day on the Mt. Whitney trail. Three major 
problems have developed, said a public informa­ 
tion officer; Inadequate sanitation, loss of 
wilderness solitude and damage to the resources. 
And the worst of the three is sanitation, with areas 
along the trail littered with human waste. 
But Inyo National Forest officials say they 


can’t do anything about it. For example, other of­ 
ficials ordered removal of a fiberglass toilet a few 
years ago, ruling it failed to blend with the environ­ 
ment as required by the Wilderness Act of 1964. 
WTiile hard-core environmentalists probably 
will heartily support limiting public access to Mt. 
Whitney, we think the situation stinks, and pardon 
the pun. 


It’s a sad state of affairs that the public is so in­ 
adequately toilet-trained, but it’s the public’s land, 
nevertheless. We’ll bet that someone can devise an 
outhouse that blends in with the environment or 
one that acceptably compromises with the environ­ 
ment so that both it and the public are served. The 
Forest Service should put its best brains together 
and try to solve this problem because even with 
limited access, there will still be 75 people a day 
walking that 20-mile trail.

never play in Peoria, as they 
used to say around the White 
House in the glory autumn of 
1972 In any case, he did not play 
the piano well at the Grand Ole 
Opry. It is okay to hke presidents 
who play the piano but not well. 


What are we doing down in 
this cellar with the box lit? A 
continuing experiment. Can cats 
be made to look at television? 
And if not, why? Do cats have 
some higher critical faculty? 
They are intensely interested in 
everything else that occurs in 
this hou.se, but so far they have 
refused with obsolute in­ 
difference to look at television. 


The cats are not the lea.st in­ 
terested in observing the Presi­ 
dent of the United States at the 
keyboard in Nashville. Just the 
other day we had the President 
on this same box playing the 
piano at the White House in ac­ 
companiment to Pearl Bailey, 
and the cats gave it not a single 
glance. It is probably because 
they have no sense of history, no 
taste for irony, no ugly obsession 
with the intricate processes by 
which men are destroyed in the 
pubbc arena.

With any sense of history at 
all. they might have paused to 
reflect that this outburst of 
public piano was pointedly 
reminiscent of Harry Truman, 


who also did turns at the 
keyboard. In his agony, Prwi*. 
dent Nixon was working to spin 
yet another image for the 
pubUc's distraction: embattled, 
feisty Harry, who walked with 
kings but had the common 
touch. 
Richard Nixon’s admiration 
for Truman extends back 20 
years when he used to quote 
Truman’s homily about getting 
out of the kitchen if you can’t 
stand the heat. Even now with 
Nixon’s polls on the bottom. 
Nixon loyalists cleave to 
Truman, whose polls were just 
as bad. And here we are.'bghting 
the box to find him doing a 
Truman. 


Well, Truman was a natural 
man and Nixon is an Image- 
spinner. Twenty-six months ago. 
on top of the world, he was Rig 
Brother. The American people 
were like children, he told an in­ 
terviewer. Discipline was what 
they needed. Had to learn that 
instant gratification of every 
wish was not the route to a 
healthy polity. Now, on the 
ropes, here he Is in the cellar. 
Harry Truman, free spirit and 
battler against heavy odds, 
piano-pounder to an amused 
populace. 


Who is Nixon really? The cats 
are bbnd to the mystery With 
irony, they might see at least 
that this piano playing is, well, 
interesting because done by a 
man who in his Disraeli 
manifestation dreamed of the 
generation of peace. The nobiUty 
of the dream and the clow­ 
nishness of this public straining 
to play the nice guy do not play 
in the cellar, although this par­ 
ticular cellar is admittedly not 
Peoria.

The images are out of joint. If 
the cats had the sUghtest sen­ 
sitivity. they would surely see, 
wouldn’t they, that something 
truly temble is happening on 
this very box that they refuse to 
consider 
A man is being 
destroyed Or is it onlv a cocoon 


of images that is being tom to 
pieces? That the cocoon has ab­ 
sorbed the man and left nothing 
but images — all illusions 
without juice? Disraeli, 'Truman, 
Big Brother, A. Mitchell Palmer, 
Babbitt, Lincoln. King Charles I. 
Scipio Africanus standing 
between Western civilization 
and Asiatic Hannibal. 
It is dreadful to see this 
happening in the cellar. He was 
there the other night for what is 
called a news conference, 
although no one confers and no 
news occurs. The cats would not 
watch. One tried to hold them, 
to make them confront the 
screen, but the grip failed as the 
mind became absorbed in the 
appalling nature of the spec­ 
tacle, and soon the cats had fled 
to the laundry tubs to torment 
the crickets.

LOS ANGELES — That was a 
pretty good weekend parlay 
Richard Nixon staged for 
himself — Saturday night at the 
Grand Ole Opry, then back to 
the White House Sunday mor­ 
ning for a St. Patrick’s Day ser­ 
mon by the Rev. Norman Vin­ 
cent Peale. If this city is any 
sample, Nixon’s weekend 
dominated headlines and televi­ 
sion screens everywhere, and 
there can’t be too many 
Americans who didn’t see him 
pounding out “ God Bless 
America” on the Opry piano. 


That’s touching a lot of bases 
— the South, country music fans, 
the Irish, positive thinkers, 
amateur pianists and patriots. 
With a coalition like that, who 
needs The Plumbers to win elec­ 
tions? 


It has to be said for Nixon that 
he is most skillfully presenting a 
moving target these days. Only a 
week or so ago, it was suggested 
in this space that he seemed to 
have abandoned any effort to 
win back public or congressional 
support, or to repair his personal 
reputation, and had instead 
opted for a determined legal ef­ 
fort to hang onto his office no 
matter what people thought of 
him. 
No w, in a n a lmo st frenetic 
burst o f a ctio n a imed a t the 
public, Nix o n ha s held two news 


conferences in prime time, con­ 
fronted an audience of Chicago 
business persons who lobbed up 
slow balls for him to knock out 
of the park, and pulled off that 
weekend double play — Nixon to 
Opry to Peale — which was 
notable particularly in that the 
Tennessee end of it was nicely 
calculated to appeal to his vital 
political base in the South. 
Taking yo-yo lessons from Roy 
Acuff at the Grand Ole Opry, 
with George Wallace looking on, 
won’t lose many votes in Dixie, 
which still has 22 senators ebgi- 
ble to vote in an impeachment 
trial.

Beyond this new, or renewed, 
offensive, however, there are 
certain harsh realities which 
won’t go away. That was 
suggested again by Judge 
Sirica’s decision to send a sealed 
grand jury report on Watergate 
and the cover-up to the house 
judiciary committee, which is 
conducting the House impeach­ 
ment inquiry. In fact, in his 
public relations efforts, Nixon 
well may be making a serious 
tactical error by his and his 
staff’s repeated attempts to de­ 
mean and deride the committee, 
and by seeming to seek a con­ 
frontation on the question 
whether to turn o v er White 
House tapes a nd do cuments 
sought fo r the inquiry . 


Vice President Ford, who 
knows the House as well as 
anyone, has warned publicly that 
a “totally adamant” refusal to 
cooperate would make Nixon's 
impeachment more likely. And 
while Ford has occasionally 
joined in the general administra­ 
tion course against the judiciary 
committee, he is known to 
believe privately that if Nixon 
wants to be impeached, the best 
way to achieve it would be to 
defy the House’s subpoena. 


And although Rep. Wilbur D. 
Mills has backed away from his 
suggestion that the forthcoming 
report on Nixon’s income taxes 
might force him to resign, 
enough is known already to in­ 
dicate that the report will add 
considerably to his troubles. 
Even if its specific effect is only 
to cause Nixon to pay addition^ 
taxes, other taxpayers are likely 
to feel there was an element of 
evasion not suitable to the chief 
executive of the government. As 
it now appears, that feeling will 
be reflecting itself in con­ 
gressional mail at about the 
same time the judiciary com­ 
mittee puts the impeachment 
issue squarely to the House.

Another reality that neither* 
Minnie Pearl nor Dr. Peale can 
long olKcure is the election cam­ 


paign. All members of the 
House, except those retiring, are 
running for re-election; and 
while, in the middle of a gasoline 
shortage and a surging inflation, 
Watergate may not be the major 
issue, the evidence so far 
suggests that it is an important 
issue indeed. Again, the cam­ 
paign pressures thus created will 
be making themselves strongly 
felt by the time of an impeach­ 
ment vote. 


But the harshest reality of all 
is the multiplicity of in­ 
dictments, guilty pleas and trials 
that have been set in motion by 
the Watergate case. Aside from 
the fact that such a sweeping in­ 
volvement of the high leaders of 
an administration in so many 
crimes has never before been 
alleged in American history; 
aside, too, from the virtually 
irresistable conclusion that the 
highest leader of that ad­ 
ministration must have known 
something of what was 
happening — aside from all that, 
the headlines and news reports 
these cases generate will doom 
Nixon’s public relations efforts. 


He can’t spend all this time at 
the Opry, and not even Norman 
Vincent Peale can make people 
think positively about breaking 
and entering.

Lincoln, Neb. 
Once again those of us living in 
an older neighborhood are being 
fact*d with inspection of our 
property and possible repair of 
existing utilities 
.At the present time. Central 
Telephone and Utilities (Cengas) 
has a crew at work in the Near 
South Neighborhood searching 
for possible gas leaks. If a leak is 
discovered in the homeowner’s 
service line, it must be repaired, 
and the property owner is billed 
accordingly. This can prove to be 
quite costly. Moreover, residents 
in this area received no prior 
notification of this inspection. 
Last year a section of the Near 
South was declared a sidewalk 
district. Affected property 
owners received notice they 
must replace sidewalks within 
seven days time, at their own 
expense. 
City of Lincoln notices are 
sent to residents demanding the 
removal of diseased elm trees on 
their property, within a very 
limited period of time; again at 
the owner’s expense. 
The Near South Neighborhood 
area (bounded by 13th, 27th, G 
and South streets) has many 
young and elderly low-income 
residents. The impact of a 
sudden, unforeseen expense for 
which there has been no 
budgeting can be devastating. 
Therefore, we are recommen­ 
ding that the City of Lincoln and 
all public utilities consider and 
adopt the following: 
1. Advance notification to 
every property owner, by the 
utility company involved, before 
undertaking any inspection and 
necessary repairs. Also a clear 
statement of the expenses to be 
incurred should be provided. 
2. Adoption of a system of 
proration of the bill over an 
extended period of time with no 
interest charges, and special con­ 
sideration for hardship cases. 
3. Advance notification, 
whenever possible, of interrup­ 
tions in utility service of a dura­ 
tion of 30 minutes or longer. 
We recognize that home­ 
owners can expect occasional 
expense and inconvenience if 
public facilities and utilities are 
to be maintained. However, it 
must be possible to make these 
inconveniences infrequent and 
tolerable. A first step would be a 
recognition that people, not just 
houses and account numbers, 
are involved.

'Grim' Is Description 
Of Fertilizer Picture

'‘Grim" is the word used by 
Edwin M. Wheeler, president of 
the Fertilizer Institute, 
Washington. D.C., to describe 
the fertilizer supply situation 
and outlook going into the 1974 
season, as it affects Nebraska 
and midwest farmers. 
Wheeler, In a talk delivered 
before the Nebraska Water 
Conference here Tuesday, 
expressed pessimism regarding 
the potential average yields of 
corn for the U S. in 1974 because 
of the fertilizer crunch. 


The rombinatioD of bringing 
in marginal lands to crop 
production and a shortage or 
crucial fertilizer elements may 
result in a drop from the 29 
bushel per acre average yield of 
corn last year, he suggested. 
Wlieeler said the Fertilizer 
Institute and the U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture do not agree 
on the severity of the fertilizer 
shortage, with the USDA, as fer­ 
tilizer men see It. being on the 
optimistic side. 


Inventories of fertilizer on 
hand as of Jan 1 of this year are 
50'n below the level of other 
years, he said He estimated that 


it would be two years before in­ 
ventory levels are restored. 
Nothing that In general 
Nebraska “ is in no better or 
worse shape" than sister states 
as to fertilizer and other shor­ 
tages, Wheeler said farmers have 
been conditioned for a lifetime 
to not go "all-out" in crop 
production. 
New Ball Game 
Recalling that at one time $3 
billion was being spent annually 
to not grow crops, the fertilizer 
executive said the placing of 40 
million acres of land back in 
production has shaken the foun­ 
dations of the fertilizer and farm 
supply industry. For the in­ 
creased acreage of corn, wheat 
and cotton alone, four million 
additional tons of fertilizer will 
be required, he said. 
A mild winter permitted am­ 
monia plants to run during 
winter months when they were 
normally shut down, he said, but 
the resulting increase of one or 
two per cent above last year’s 
production is insufficient to 
bridge the gap in supply and de­ 
mand. 


"There is no real relief in sight 
for the next few years," he 
New Livestock 
Strategy Urged 


Nebraska’s livestock develop­ 
ment program and the livestock 
industry are facing a "new 
climate," according to Dr Frank 
Baker, and need to alter slightly 
their strategy for the future. 
Baker, chairman of the 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln 
Department of Animal Science, 
spoke Tuesday at the Nebraska 
Water Conference 


Baker backtracked to the 
beginning of the livestock 
development program in 1970, 
which be described as "truly an 
idea for which the time had 
arrived. 


“ Two-thirds of the cash 
receipts from agriculture were 
from livestock, cattle receipts 
were topping two billion dollars 
for the first time, and Nebraska 
was showing signs of being the 
nation's rapidly growing pork 
area 
Yet about one-half of 
Nebraska’s grain was not fed in 
Nebraska and the boxcar shor­ 
tage for shipping grain was the 
prime topic of conversation 
"The combined leadership 
and resources of the university 
and the livestock industry was 
directed towards new emphasis 
on livestock expansion at Presi­ 
dent D B Varner’s suggestion 
Focal points for the program 
were profit, local community 
development and closing the gap 
between the ‘over 50’ group con­ 
trolling capital and land, and the 
‘under 30’ group with the new 
technology, new labor and new 
management resources." 
Baker reminded the group 
that this is not the first time the 
livestock industry has faced 
"seemingly 
insurmountable" 


problems. “ We have a strong 
and viable Nebraska agriculture 
and livestock industry because it 
was built by overcoming 
problems." 


He then outlined the strategy 
for the future: "Nebraska’s 
roughage and forage resources 
can’t be exported. We’U use 
them in Hvestoek production. 
Co-existence of grain and 
livestock increases net profits on 
Nebraska farms. We’ll develop 
plans for selecting the most 
desirable livestock enterprise for 
each farm. 


"Cash grain farming has the 
hazards of poor quality grain and 
damaged grain. We’ll use 
livestock to give it higher value. 
Export of grain to other feeding 
areas is wasteful of fuel and very 
costly in times of high fuel 
prices. We’ll feed livestock close 
to producing areas. 
"High moisture storage of 
grain is also a fuel conserving 
method we can use effectively in 
feeding” 
Baker continued. "Livestock 
provides an opportunity for equi­ 
ty growth for young farmers. 
We’ll assist in developing ways 
to use livestock effectively in 
growth plans Today’s youth are 
seeking a rural environment and 
we’ll help them use livestock in 
that environment 
"New technology is solving en­ 
vironmental problems for 
livestock enterprise. We’ll help 
plan hvestoek production in a 
clean environment. 
"We’ll assist expanding agri­ 
service businesses in Nebraska 
in providing services 
markets to farmers."

Wheeler said phosphate 
supplies are about the same as a 
year ago. But he ticked off a 
number of problems facing 
phosphate 
manufacturers: 
higher {Mices for oil from which 
ammonium is derived, rising 
power cMts in processing, and a 
shortage of hopper cars. Wheeler 
said Morocco and Tunisia have 
hiked the price of phosphate 
rock for export from $15 to $43 a 
ton, with another $7 a ton in­ 
crease expected July 1. 
Wheeler said potash, not a 
critical fertilizer element for 
most Nebraska soils, will be 
"extremely scarce" in 1974. He 
warned that a suggested em­ 
bargo on exporting fertilizer 
might shut off Canada as a 
source of potash and result in 
other countries shutting off im­ 
port of American grains. "We 
(the U.S.) import more fertilizer 
than we export," he added. 
He urged fanners to regard 
fertilizer as a commodity in the 
international market, and treat 
it that way. "You won’t find 
wheat prices at $6 and fertilizer 
prices — cheap ammonia — at 
$30 (per ton),” he warned. 
Fertilizer Up Less 
He reminded those attending 
the conference that farm land 
and other farm products have 
raised 300% over a period of 
years, while until 1973, fertilizer 
rose only 19% in a 23-year span. 
Price rises are needed by the in­ 
dustry, he said, to offset losses of 
$250 million sustained over a 
three-year period. Because of no 
profits, he explained, no new 
plants were constructed over a 
six-year span, contributing to the 
present shortage problem. 


Gov. J. J. Elxon, speaking to 
the Water Conference at a noon 
luncheon, said the fertilizer shor­ 
tage as of March 1 resulted in 
only about half of needed 
nitrogen being in position for use 
by Nebraska farmers. Many 
newer-developed irrigation areas 
on sandy soil are among regions 
suffering the most from a shor­ 
tage of fertilizer, he warned. 


The governor noted that as 
millions of acres of grassland are 
being put back into production, 
"we are concerned with a 
drought cycle and shortage con­ 
ditions that could limit irrigation 
efforts, seed for cover crops and 
the required boost from readily 
available fertilizer.” 
He noted “ danger signs” in 
reports from the 10-state Great 
Plains area that more than one 
million acres have been 
damaged by wind erosion, more 
than three times the acreage 
damaged a year ago. However, 
he said Nebraska "is still in good 
shape. 
"Our farmers have always 
faced challengers, but in 1974, it 
will be extremely difficult for 
them to face a requirement of 
producing more food without 
adequate inputs and still try to 
protect their soil," he com­ 
mented.

Public Transportation Occupies Spotlight

Fairbury — As it did at three other 
state hearings recently, public transpor­ 
tation got the main attention from 
senior citizens here Tuesday. 


Approximately 75 persons from 
Jefferson, Gage and Thayer Counties 
convened to express their main needs 
before state and area officials on aging. 
Joseph Gaida, newly appointed 
executive director of the Nebraska 
Commission on Aging, presided. 


"Transporation has been voiced as 
the foremost need at every single 
hearing," said Gaida. "The interest also 
is demonstrated by several bills now 
before the Legislature.’’ 


The Fairbury session followed others 
last week at Hastings, Scottsbluff and 
Kearney. Similar meetings are 
scheduled Wednesday in Omaha and 
Thursday at Lincoln’s First United 
Presbyterian Church. 
The hearings were scheduled for each 
of the six areas where agencies on aging 
presently are functioning. The Fairbury 
session involved the new Blue Rivers 
Area Agency on Aging, headed by 
Forrest Chapman. 
Regarding transportation, director 
Chapman announced that July 1 is the 
target date for two mini-bu.ses to begin 
serving the three-county area. He said 
larger Gage County will probably get 
one bus, while JeHerson and Thayer 
will share the other Intercity transpor­ 
tation has become critical since the 


December shutdoum of the Blue Valley 
busline, a quasi-government venture 
serving Saline. Jefferson and Gage 
Counties. 
When it was noted that Fairbury has 
also lost its local taxi, Chapman said it 
might be possible to run one bus within 
the city part-time. Although federal Ti­ 
tle III funds would finance the buses, he 
said exact usage would be determined 
by an advisory board. 


Also under consideration is a "home 
handyman service,” which a recent sur­ 
vey of the area’s aged showed to be the 
second greatest concern 
Such a 
program would utilize retired 
carpenters and other craftsmen for 
minor repair work 
Legal services also were discussed, 


although Roger Cole of the state com­ 
mission said there are still uncer­ 
tainties as to how this might function. 
He questioned whether funding would 
be available to retain a full-time at­ 
torney 
Information referral and nutrition 
were other needs brought up in the 
various hearings, according to Gaida. 
He explained that the state commission 
especially wants to help “that vast 
majority of the elderly who are 
somewhere between independence and 
nursing home care.” 


Also speaking bnefly was Nancy 
Wiederspan of the Nebraska Librarv' 
Commission, She invited suggestions to 
that agency, which co-sponsored the 
hearings. 
W. J. Bryan Bust Installed In Hall Of Fame

In accepting a bust of William 
Jennings Brvan for installation 
in the Nebraska Hall of Fame 
Tuesday, Gov. J. James Exon 
praised the leadership of "The 
Great Commoner” and “The 
Boy Orator of the Plains.” 
Exon said his father was "a 
great believer in William Jen­ 
nings. Bryan" and said his fa­ 
ther’s first political contribution 
was to one of Bryan’s cam­ 
paigns. 
The bust installed in the Hall 
of Fame in the statehouse was 
sculpted by William Whitney 
Manatt and cast in 1905. It was 
given to the Nebraska Historical 
Society in 1945, according to 
Marvin Kivett, director of the 
society. 
The bust was unveiled by 
Christine and Corinn Bryan, 
daughters of Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Bryan of Springfield, 
S.D. Bryan is a fourth cousin of 
William Jennings Bryan. 
Bryan’s career was outlined by 


Frederick C. Luebke, professor 
of history at the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln 
“Three times the candidate of 
the Democratic party for the 
presidency of the United States. 
Bryan was the preeminent ad­ 
vocate of the common interest, 
or, as one Nebraska political 
convention dubbed him in 1892, 
‘the resolute and brilliant cham­ 
pion of the masses against the 
classes,’ ’’ Luebke said. 
Bryan also served two terms in 
the House of Representatives 
and was secretary of state under 
President Woodrow Wilson. 
“ Throughout his lifetime 
Bryan was a controversial fig­ 
ure. He was loved by some 
Americans as passionately as he 
was hated by others. Thousands 
of citizens revered him as a 
modern political savior, others 
despised and ridiculed him as a 
demogogue and charlatan,” 
Luebke said. 
"He was called the Great 
Commoner not without good 
reason. Men of power and 


privilege feared his doctrines 
and spent vast sums to prevent 
his becoming president. Few 
American politicians have en­ 


dured as much criticism and 
vilification, and none have en­ 
dured it with more grace or 
better cheer. 


"Like the youth of our day, he 
anguished over the moral 
sluggishness of public affairs and 
he denounced unscrupulous men 
who debauched elections. As 
much as anyone in his lifetime, 
Bryan fought to eradicate the 
scourge of war. Above ail he 
worked within the mainstream 


of American politics, laboring to 
transform the American dream 
into reality for the common 
man," Luebke said. 


The dedication ceremony was 
held on the ll4th anniversary of 
Bryan’s birth in 1860. He died in 
1925

In 1967 Skinner was an un­ 
successful candidate for the Lin­ 
coln Airport Authority Board.

Only one person can really 
communicate with an ex-offend­ 
er when he is released from 
prison. Tolle feels — and that’s 
another ex-offender. 
"Let me tell you how it was 
when I got out of prison," says 
Tolle, who served 11 months in 
the Nebraska Penal Complex for 
possession and sale of mari­ 
juana. "I went straight to Omaha 
instead of coming back to Grand 
Island because I couldn’t see 
anybody helping me here” 
But Tolle says he has dis­ 
covered there are people who 
care.

To fight recidivism, the dete­ 
rioration of ex-offenders into 
habitual criminals, Tolle and 
Haack are seeking $35,000 in 
federal matching funds through 
the Nebraska Crime Commis­ 
sion. 
They list two prim ary 
goals — public education and 
information programs, and re­ 
duction of the recidivism rate in 
Grand Island. 
According to the program 
proposal, Nebraska’s recidivism 
rate is extremely high, and it 
costs the state up to $12,000 year­ 
ly for each person incarcerated. 
To help insure an opportunity 
in Grand Island, Tolle is form­ 
ing his program as a satellite of 
the Seventh Step Program in 
Omaha. 
All ex-offenders are contacted 
through the Omaha program 
upon their release. Then, under 
the proposal, ex-convicts re­ 
turning to Grand Island would 
receive assistance in the form of 
counseling and food, clothing, 
transportaion, housing and 
minimal financial help on a tem­ 
porary basis. 
In addition, the program pro­ 
poses to develop vocational, 
education and recreational pro­ 
grams for the ex-offenders as 
well as community education 
programs on the problems of the 
ex-convict. 
Haack said he was at first re­ 
luctant to join Tolle in the pro­ 
gram proposal. "I just didn’t 


think it was something this com­ 
munity would be receptive to,” 
he said. "But I’ve changed my 
mind. How can I ask people to 
believe in me unless I believe in 
them” 
For the past six months, Tolle 
and Haack have been operating a 
minimal program without pay to 
help find jobs for ex-offenders 
and have been working nights 
speaking about their program 
to business groups and other in- 
terested 
community 
organizations.

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Legislature Gives Final OK To Big School Aid Bill

The Legislature Tuesday gave Its final approval 
to a bill which would Increaae state aid to schools 
from $55 million a year to more than 1150 million 
by 1970-77. 


The proposal, LB772, sponsored by Sen. 
Jerome Warner of Waverly, cleared its final test on 
a 33-lS vote and beaded into the arms of a guber­ 
natorial veto. 


Thirty votes will be required to override the 
veto 
Exon had proposed continuation of state aid at 
its current level. 


Tax Increase 
LB772 would trigger an increase in tax rates, 
effective next January, if it survives the veto Fun­ 
ding would require an additional \% state sales tax 
rate and an additional 5% personal income tax 
rate. 
Although the bill received more than enough 


support to win enactment despite tiie governor’s 
objections, a similar proposal gained 35 votes on 
final reading in 1973 but could gamer only 29 when 
senators sustained an Exon veto on a 29-16 score. 


Prior to enactment of the bUl, the Legislature 
banded 27-20 approval to a school spending limita­ 
tion bill requested by the governor. 


It's passage will likely assure at least the con­ 
tinuation of the present $55 million in state aid 
during 1974-75. 
Without a spending limit, the governor had in­ 
dicated, he might use his item veto powers to 
require the level of state assistance to drop back to 
the $35 million approved by the 1973 Legislature, 
limit Expires 
The boost to 155 million last year was accom­ 
panied by a spending Umitation which expires with 
the conclusion of the 1973-74 school year. 


The new limit, adopted in LB964, continues the 
basic pattern of the current limitation, with some 
changes. 


Salary budgets would be allowed to increase by 
the consumer price index Increase plus 2%. Other 
expenditures could rise by the wholesale price in­ 
dex Increase plus 1%. 
(Most recent figures place the cost of living 
hike at 8.8% and the increase in wholesale prices at 
18.2%.) 
Sen. Frank I.ewis of Bellevue has calculated 
the school spending hike allowed by LB984 at about 
13%. 


Lincoln, Omaha 
All five Lincoln senators were joined by eight 
Omaha senators in providing 13 of the 20 opposition 
votes to the bill. 
Omaha senators cast nine of the 15 votes in op­ 
position to LB772. 


That measure would over a two-year period 
raise the amount of state assistance to a level equal 
to the amount of local property tax support. 


While increasing state sales and income tax 
rates, the bill would tend to decrease local property 


tax levies. 
State aid would remain at $55 million in 1974- 
75, rise slightly to about $75 million in 1975-76, then 
surpass $150 million in 1976-77. 
In addition to per pupil aid, the bill funds 
equalization payments designed to equalize per 
pupil tax suppck while improving the quality of 
education thi^ghout the state. 


Compikated Formula 
The 17-page measure outlines a complicated 
formula for eligibility and distribution of 
payments, guaranteeing minimum per pupil sup­ 
port for all schools and providing special assistance 
for such costs as transportation and programs for 
the gifted, educationally deprived and culturally 
deprived. 


Supplemental payments are authorized for 
school districts with enrollment problems, unusual­ 
ly low state aid support or small population densi­ 
ty. 


LB772 was once altered on the floor to limit 


the amount of authorized state aid to $120 million a 
year, but the 50% state support feature was later 
reinstated and finally approved. 
The bill's 33 supporting votes Tuesday com­ 
pares with 30 when it cleared Its first floor test in 
early February on a 30-16 count.

Legislature Bogs Down; 
Budget Debate Set Back 


Squandering another of its 
remaining days, the Legislature 
Tuesday became hopelessly 
bogged down in the reconsidera­ 
tion of earlier decisions and 
failed for the second day in a 
row to begin its major budget 
deliberations 
Debate on the major ap­ 
propriations bills had been 
scheduled to begin Monday 
afternoon. 


But legislative business slowed 
to a virtual halt in a flurry of 
parliamenUry motions. 


Seventy minutes was con­ 
sumed 
in altering the 
Legislature’s rules for its final 14 
days of the 1974 session 
Adopted on a 32-14 vote was a 
major change, which will make 
it much more difficult to amepd 
the budget bills — and all other 
legislation — during the waning 
days of the session 


Instead 
of 
accepting 
amendments on a simple majori­ 
ty vote, the senators decreed 
that at least 25 votes (a majority 
of the 49 members) will be 
required to adopt floor 
amendments at first stage 
debate. 


The change, recommended by 
Sen. E. Thomas Johnson of Fre­ 


mont. was proposed only for ap­ 
propriations bills, but was 
broadened to include all legisla­ 
tion at the suggestion of Sen. 
Dave Stahmer of Omaha. 
Both are members of the Ap­ 
propriations Committee. 
Johnson said he proposed the 
change in the closing days of the 
1973 session after a day in which 
a budget bill was amended by 
the affirmative vote of a dozen 
senators or so. 


Effect of the change may be to 
make the Appropriatioos Com­ 
mittee's major budget offerings 
almost inviolate. 


Since five members represent 
a majority in the nine-member 
committee. Sen. Ernest 
Chambers of Omaha noted, the 
rules change will give one vote in 
the committee the weight of five 
senators’ votes on the floor. 


Chambers opposed the 
change. 
Disturbed by Tuesday’s dis- 
arry, Sen. Robert Clark of 
Sidney protested that “we are 
wasting a whole day again with 
nothing getting done.” 


Appropriations bills which 
must be processed within 14 
days are still awaiting initial con­ 
sideration, Clark noted. 
Emergency Fund Bill 
Vetoed By Governor

Gov. J, Jam es Exon, 
pretesting once again the 
legislature’s money judgments, 
vetoed Tuesday a bill placing 
$500,000 into a Nebraska 
emergency trust fund, to be 
drawn upon to meet disastertype 
emergencies. 
The same bill called for sub­ 
sequent annual appropriations to 
bring the fund up to $1.5 rml- 
lion. 
"I am vetoing here again be­ 
cause the majority of the legis­ 
lature seems to be playing bbnd 
man s biuff with appropnations 
while failing to come to grips 
with the key question of what 
will be available in tax money to 
fund such proposals,” he said. 
Exon had pressed for an in­ 
crease this year in the state’s in­ 
dividual income tax from 11 to 
13 per cent, but the legislature 
has refused to order such an in­ 
crease. 
The governor said the half 
million dollars for the emergen­ 
cy fund “amounts to an increase 
of more than 400 per cent in my 
recommendations for emergen­ 
cy funds.” 
“This is another plea by the 
governor for better planning and 


stability by the legislature regar­ 
ding appropriations," he said. 


The bill at issue, LB924, spon­ 
sored by the Revenue Com­ 
mittee. creates the emergency 
trust fund as a new fund, apart 
from an existing emergency 
fund. 
Exon noted the current fund 
conuins $460.000. He had rec­ 
ommended that $150,000 of this 
amount be reappropriated and 
$350,000 in new money be pro­ 
vided for fiscal 1975. 
“You have already increased 
th e s e recommendations in 
LB997 to provide a complete 
reappropnation of the remain­ 
ing balance, plus a new money 
appropriation of 
$1,850,000,” 
Exon's veto message said. 
“This meins that your pend­ 
ing appropriation bill, LB997, 
has already ballooned my rec­ 
ommendation tar in excess of $2 
million. If LB924 is allowed to 
become law, another $500,000 
will be added to that staggering 
total. Combined, these appro­ 
priations represent an increase 
of more than 500 per cent to my 
original recommendation. 
“This is all very confusing to 
one who is WTestiing with at­ 
tempting to make ends meet in 
state government.”

Philadelphia (AP) - U.S. 
District Judge J, William Ditter 
sentenced airplane hijacker 
Michael S. Green, 36, of 
Washington, D.C., to 50 years in 
jail after the prosecutor urged a 
penalty “so severe that others 
will think twice before attemp­ 
ting it.” 


Gov. J. James Exon and Sen. 
.Richard Marvel Tuesday traded 
budget barbs. 


Exon said “the Budget Com­ 
mittee has now made another 
$14 million blunder" when its 
fiscal staff ignored the statutory 
requirements for a 5% minimum 
reserve in estimating available 
general fund revenue for 1974-75. 


Marvel countered that the 
State Board of Elqualization has 
the authority to add the 5% 
reserve to annual appropriations 
when It establishes tax rates. 
“ It comes as no surprise to me 
that Governor Exon says he is 
confused about the budget,” 
Marvel said. “ He has been 
having difficulty understanding 
it all year.” 
Fxon and Marvel appear 
headed toward a November 
showdown for the governorship. 
In a press release, the gover­ 
nor said the .Appropriations 
Committee, chaired by Marvel, 
has been “equally negligent and 
uninformed in not providing for 
a 
required $2.5 m illion 
homestead exemption which has 
already been passed and signed 
into law.” 
In a later press release of his 
own. Marvel said the committee 
decision was based on a fiscal 
note from the Department of 
Revenue which indicated there 
would be “ no fiscal impact” in 
1974-75 on the homestead 
exemption bill. 
“ We are dealing in very impor­ 
tant decisions, and we need 
more accuracy and realism than 
has so far been shown by Senator 
Marvel’s committee,” Exon 
said.

3 Omaha Senators Propose 
Return To Biennial Sessions 


By The Associated Press 
Three Omaha senators, dis­ 
enchanted with annual sessions 
of the legislature, proposed 
Tuesday to return to biennial 
sessions of unlimited length. 
A resolution proposing a No­ 
vember general election vote on 
such a constitutional change was 
introduced by Sens. Eugene T. 
Mahoney, William R. Skarda Jr. 
and George Syas. 
From its inception as a one- 
house body in 1935, the legisla­ 
ture had met in regular session 
each two years, until voters in 
1970 approved the chaiige tp ao- 


i 


nual sessions of limited dura­ 
tion—90 legislative days in odd- 
numbered years, 60 days in even- 
numbered years. 
The current session is the se­ 
cond so-called “short session” 
since the change was made. 
Syas said a biennial session of 
unlimited length could be ex­ 
pected to utilize about the same 
number of legislative days as the 
150 now allowed in two years. 
“ Deadlines create chiu»,” be 
said. "The limited session puts 
too much pressure on you and 
when you are under pressure, 
you are prone to mistakes.” 


Syas said also that annual 
sessions have not reduced the 
number of bills introduced in a 
two-year span. 
Further, biennial sessions 
would give Nebraskans “a rest 
from being under the gun on 
legislation.” With annual ses­ 
sions, "they can’t let their guard 
down,” he said. 
Annual sessions do not im­ 
prove budgeting because appro­ 
priations are "just a guess any­ 
how,” he said. 
Syas said he would <^pose re­ 
taining annual sessions while 
removing the time limits.

ADC Bill 
Is Debated 
2nd Time

For the second day in a row, 
Nebraska legislators debated the 
merits of a bill which would 
make $4 million available for 
child care center costs involving 
Aid to Dependent Children 
(ADC) recipients. 
The lawmakers passed and 
sent the bill, LB972, to the gover­ 
nor Monday. However, Sen. 
John DeCamp of Neligh was 
excused at that time to visit his 
seriously ill father and tried to 
get the measure reconsidered. 
He described the bill as “an 
act of bribery” in which the 
federal government offers the 
state $3 million if the state will 
put up $1 million to help defray 
costs of keeping children in the 
centers. 
Such legislation, he said, could 
ultimately “ destroy the integrity 
of families.” At the very least, 
the Unicameral should pull the 
proposal back, study it and put 
some controls into it, the Neligh 
senator said. 
The vote to get the bill back 
lost. 15-30. 
If persons in the ADC program 
are ever going to go to work 
“and get out of the vicious 
welfare cycle,” they have to be 
given financial aid for child care, 
Sen. Frank Lewis of Bellevue 
said in arguing against DeCamp. 
Sen. J. James Waldron of 
Callaway said DeCamp “seems 
to be getting farther off the track 
of good legislation” and LB972 is 
the “first step” in an effort to 
eventually reduce ADC budgets.

Take Responsibility 
With the Increasing amount of 
time being spent ^ the lawyers 
in the courtroom, Lahners said 
the office manager would 
“ unload responsibility off the 
county attorney’s shoulders”

A study completed recently by 
the National Distnct Attorneys 
Association and a management 
group gave County Atty Paul

However, the study said “ we 
were on the borderline for get­ 
ting a manager,” Lahners added. 


2 Deputies Added 
Since the completion of the 
study, two deputies have been 
added to the office. 
Lahners, who is running for 
the county attorney’s post being 
vacated by Douglas, said that 
regardless of who is elected in 


November, it will take the new 
chief “ more time to cover the 
same ground" that Douglas now 
covers. 


"From my observBtioD,” 
Lahners remarked, “there’s only 
one Paul Douglas.’’ 


Lahners is requesting $12,6(X) 
in federal funds for the 
manager's job and $1,4(X) in 
county funds. 
Lahners also requested: 
— $16,000 to hire law students 
to assist in legal research, wiih 
$14.222 to come from federal 
coffers and $1,778 from the coun­ 
ty’s.

Nuclear Power Plants' Impact 
Studied By Game Commission 


Field work has begun on the 
second pha.se of a study of the 
Missouri River and the effects of 
two nuclear plants on its 
ecology, reports the Game and 
Parks Commission. 
Present sampling efforts have 
two major objectives. The first is 
to work out winter sampling 
problems. Also, fish movement 
patterns are being mapped to 
discover possible changes as a 
result of the heated discharges 
from the plants. 
Beginning April 1, commission 
biologists will begin taking 
twice-weekly samples both 
above and below the Fort 


Calhoun nuclear power plant, 
which is already in operation. 
The other plant. Cooper nuclear 
power station at Brownville, is 
scheduled to b^ln producing 
power sometime in April. 
Before the plants were con­ 
structed. researchers ran surveys 
to get a picture of the river’s 
ecology as a control factor for 
the current phase of tests. Once 
the nuclear facilities are in 
operation, samplings will be 
taken, both in the unaffected 
portion of the river upstream 
from the plants and in the 
downstream portion that carries 
the heated effluent. 
Harassment Charge 
Aimed At Kreuscher 


OMAHA 
(AP) - An offi­ 
cial of the Omaha-Oouglas 
County Health Department has 
accused Nebraska Agriculture 
Director Glenn Kreuscher of 
“harrassing health departments 
all over the state.” 
Justin Dierks, chief of the food 
and drink program of the Divi­ 
sion of Environmental Health, 
criticized Kreuscher for 
telephoning Mayor Edward 
Zorinsky Friday about two rea- 
taurants in Omaha. 
Kreuscher said he called 
Zorinsky to “let him know about 
some things that needed to be 
taken care of.” He said he told 
the mayor state inspectors don’t 
think the restaurants meet 
minimum sanitation standard^. 
Kreuscher described Dieriis’ 
comment about harrassment at 
"a lot of bunk.” He added that 
"we do insist on the job getting 
done.”

The state official said if local 
departments don’t take care of 
violations observed by state in­ 
spectors, “the state will step in.” 
Dierks said Kreuscher should 
have called the health depart­ 
ment instead of the mayor. He 
said Kreuscher has "been doing 
this all over the state—in Grand 
Island. Lincoln and elsewhere.” 
Dierks said the Omaha- 
Douglas County inspectors are 
"more qualified" than those 
from the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment.

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Data taken from the 
downstream sites after the 
plants begin operation will be 
compared with that obtained 
from the upstream tests. After 
careful correlation, biologists 
will attempt to determine 
variations in life forms in the 
river and whether they are at­ 
tributable to the power plant dis­ 
charges. This phase of testing 
will continue through 1975. 
The study involves 11 state and 
federal agencies, with the Game 
and Parks Commission’s 
Research Division acting as 
coordinator. Other field work in­ 
cludes sampling immature insect 
life and algae forms by the En­ 
vironmental Protection Agency. 
The Nebraska Department of 
Environmental Control is 
documenting temperature and 
water chemistry of the river.

I won a microwave o\cn. Can you tell me what materials are safe 
to use for cookware? 
—H J.C., Lincoln 


ACT ION LINE; Microwave technology is really on the jump so, 
first of all, keep your eves peeled for new products. Many manufac­ 
turers are now identifying their microwave oven-safe dishes, either by 
a mark right on the cookware or by a note in the product literature. 
For those that don’t, a good way to determine whether utensils are 
sate for use is to test for heal caused bv microwave absorption. Loret­ 
ta Arent, home service advisor for the Lincoln Electric System, says 
to place the empty utensils in the oven 15 to 30 seconds. If the utensil 
gets very hot it shouldn't be used. 
Most glass, ceramic and china utensils are excellent for use in 
microwave ovens. Ms Arent says heat resistant glassware, unless it 
has metalhc trim, can almost always be used. 
For low-heat cooking, reheating, short cooking times and for 
foods with low fat or water content, paper is a good utensil for use. 
Don't use wax-coated plates and cups, however, because foods that 
reach high temperatures can melt the wax. Plastic containers can be 
used with care, they too may melt from the heat of the food. 
"Dishwasher Safe" is usually a food indicator as to whether a 
plastic utensil is safe for low-heat microwave oven cooking. Ms. Arent 
says. Furthermore, straw, wicker, and wood baskets can be used in 
the oven for short periods of time, for example to warm buns, rolls or 
bread

I saw a commercial on Channel 10 showing long-haired workers in 
the Gibbon Beef Co. working with meat. It didn’t look like they had 
anything on their heads. Aren’t there some requirements about this?

ACT ION LINE; Herb Wenant, bureau chief of State Food and 
Drugs, says the Nebraska Food Act requires that "Hair must be 
covered at all times by bow, band, net or kept in proper restraint.” 
T his could include wearing hair spray, he said. Wenant observed the 
commercial, however, and said it appeared to him that the workers 
did have nets on. Gibbon Food Co. has passed all state inspections, he 
said. 
T om Finkral, manager of Gibbon Beef, told Action Line that he 
has had other inquiries about the commercial. He says that the reason 
it appeared that workers weren’t wearing nets is because the nets 
blended into the picture. Finkral added that all workers are required 
to wear caps or nets when working with meats.

The vegetable experts at the Northrup King 
seed company have designed a "Basic Garden ” 
(see illustration) that lets you grow 13 popular 
vegetables in a 12 x 15 foot space This small area is 
adequate to produce chives, parsley, and peppers 
‘Row li. your favorite kind of lettuce (Row 2». 
carrots, beets, and onions in the middle three rows, 
radishes and endive (Row 6), and both tomatoes 
and squash ¡Row 7) Cucumbers and beans, which 
are natural climbers, occupy a fence or trellis at the 
rear of the plot 
No doubt when you plan your own garden you 
will want to include personal favorites that may 
have been omitted from this suggested layout 
Plan your garden on paper first, being guided 
by available space and family preferences Keep in 
mind when choosing a garden spot that direct 
sunlight for at lea.st six hours a day is essential, if 
the only plot available is shaded part of the day, 
you'll probably get the best results from leaf crops 
‘lettuce, chard, spinach, mustard, endive) which 
don't need to develop edible roots or fruit 
Wait until all danger of frost is past before 
planting your garden, late-spring cold snaps can 
kill frost-sensitive plants Dig up your garden plot 
to a d«'pth of 8 inches, rake well and mark off rows 
with twine and small stakes Make a shallow trench 
for your seeds with a pointed stick. 
There are three pitfalls to avoid when planting 
seeds 
(1 i Don't plant too deeply, seeds need the sun’s 
warmth to start germinating. A good planting 
depth is generally three times the smallest width of 
the seed 
'2) Don't sow too thickly; this just wastes seed 
and makes thinning a lot more work. 
;3i Press soil firmly around seeds to eliminate 
any air pockets, otherwise they might dry out and 
fail to germinate 
The final step is to water your garden well if 
the soil is drv’ PTom then on, your garden will need 
about one inch of ram a week to thrive. You don’t 
need to water unless natural rainfall supplies less 
than that amount 
The first seedlings should start appearing in a 
week or so, but germination times vary (You can 
expect radishes and turnips to shoot up in about 5 
days, celery, on the other hand, will keep you 
waiting about three weeks.) 
Give the tiny seedlings growing room by 
pulling or hoeing weeds. Don’t hoe too deeply or 
you may cut plant roots. It’s also necessary to thin 
seedlings out; be ruthless about this or you may 
wnd up with lots of scrawny plants and few 
vegetables. 


Raise 13 vegetables in 12 by 15 
feet of space wltb this simple 
garden plan. The vegetables 
shown were selected for their 
wide popularity and ease of 
growing. Plantings indicated 
should supply adequate quan­ 
tities for the average small fami­ 
ly. 


Here are some tips on how to get best results 
with individual vegetables 
BKANS are extremely frost-sensitive Whether 
you plant bush beans (which grow to about 18-20” 
in height) or pole beans (5-10 feet), wait until frost 
danger is past Don’t work on your beans when 
they're wet. that’s when bean diseases spread 
Keep pods picked and bean plants will continue to 
bear 
BEETS are delicious at all stages of growth, 
baby beets and tender young greens are especially 
flavorsome, .so don’t discard thinnings Harvest 
when beets are not more than 3” across for best 
flavor 
CARROTS need extra depth of well-spaded 
soil in which to develop or they may become 
stunted or malformed They can tolerate light 
frost, so plant them anytime from early spring on 
Harvest when thumb-size or larger Carrots have 
best flavor when not more than 2 ” in diameter 
CHIVES should be planted in early spring and 
can be harvested as you need them In the fall, dig 
up a clump and place it indoors in a sunny window 
It will continue to supply tasty garnishes through 
the winter 
( I ' i l ’MBERS are especially susceptible to 
frost, so be sure all danger of a late freeze is past 
before planting them Harvest often, even if you 
don t intend to use the fruit, this stimulates 
pnxluction 
ENDIVE grows best m cool weather, sow it m 
early spnng There are two popular tv-pes Curly 
Endive with dark green, somewhat bitter outer 
leaves and yellowish-white, delicious inner leaves; 
and Batavian Endive (or escarolei with broader, 
non-curlmg outer leaves and flavorsome heart 
leaves that blanch to a creamy white 
LETTUCE of the loose-leaf type (Grand 
Rapids, Simpson) is easier to grow, earlier to 


harvest, and richer in vitamins than the heading 
types (Iceberg. New York» You can also pick 


leaves from the loose-leaf varieties as you need 
them 
ONIONS need plenty of light and air to develop 
properly Pull weeds out by hand to avoid heaping 
dirt on onion plants Pull mature bulbs out of the 
ground and leave on surface to dry out for a few 
days before storing 
PARSLEY germinates very slowly (18-24 
days) Harvest parsley as often as you wish, just 
break stems from the plant and it will keep 
producing

Mo th er Of 6 Returns 
To Nursing, Loves it 
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By CATHERINE GRIFFIN 


Chicago — After 19 years of being a 
housewife. I have gone back to work as a 
registered nurse, and I love every minute of it. 


That 19 years was spent raising six children 
and caring for a husband. I’ve refinished dozens 
of pieces of furniture. I’ve sewed eveiything 
from slipcovers to pompon uniforms, painted or 
papered every room in two houses we’ve lived 
in and laid a 5,00(Kbrick patio. I can't count how 
many noses I’ve wiped and meals I’ve cooked, 
but my husband figures I have pushed at least 
1,000 supermarket carts past checkout counters 
and washed at least 10.500 loads of clothes. 


IWM bored with doing the same household 
chores I’d been doing every day since I was 21 
Housewifery had lost its challenge. 


My main concern about going back to work 
always has been the happiness and well being of 
my children. I was especially concerned about 
our S-year-old, Becky. I wanted to be available 
to her as I was to our other children. 


But Becky started getting restless about the 
same time I did. The time came, when she was 
about 2^», when she seemed bored with my 
company and happiest when we’d go shopping 
and she could meet other little people. 


I also felt a need for myself, so I decided — 
after Ulking to my husband — that it was time 
for me to go back to work. 


But how could 1 pretend to be a 
professional Registered Nurse after a 19-year 
“vacation" too raise a big family? It would be 
CTuel and dangerous to inflict my rusty talents 
and old knowledge on sick people who need the 
best care. 


I had to go back to school. That was clear. 
I was lucky to be accepted in a refresher 
course for RNS at Memorial Hospital, one of the 
few such courses offered in the Chicago area. 


Every Monday and Thursday evening as I’d 
go off to the hospital, the children would send 
me off with a “Good Luck. Mom’’ and “Stick 
with it. Mom.” Lord, that helped! 


I was afraid of being a failure in my own 
and my family’s eyes. When I scored 80% on my 
first test I was deeply disappointed, but my 10- 
year-old. Jenny, cheered me up: 


"Don't feel bad. Mom. I understand what it 
feels like when you get a bad grade.” 


As I buckled down harder and got more 
serious about it, my grades rose and so did my 
self-confidence. Aft» being totally involved in 
your family tor so long, ywi lose some of your 
identity. Now, mine was slowly becoming visi­ 
ble again to me. 


There was so much to learn abmit new 
equipment and new drugs. But there was more 
to learn about patients and nursing attitudes. 
And I learned I, too, have chained in 19 years. 


Nuning used to be impersonal. We’d refer 
to a patient as “ Room 247, Bed 2 with CA 
(cancer).’’ It used to be we’d care for a mastec­ 
tomy case who happened to be called Mrs. 
Jones. Today we’re caring for Mrs. Jones, who 
had a mastectomy and may have other physical 
and emotional problems we must try to help her 
cope with. 


When a patient asked a scary question we’d 
pretend to be too busy to reply, or we’d say, 
"You have to ask your doctor.” We didn’t want 
to get involved. Now, a sensitive nurse will pull 
up a chair and try to help the paUent understand 
and handle his problem. 


One of our final weeks, when I was working 
in the nunery, a young woman was delivered by 
caesarean section of her first live child in three 
pr^ nancies. I arranged to carry the infant into 
her room for the first time. When she saw her 
daughter she burst into tears, and the child 
began crying, and so did I. 


For me and the other nurses who shared 
the experience, at a time when abortion is 
promoted as good for mankind, there was an in­ 
candescent thrill to see a woman find joy in a 
new life starting. 


I know I’m a better nurse today than I was 
19 years ago, and the other women who took the 
refresher course are, too. I can share and relieve 
pain more readily today after enduring pain 
myself; bearing, raising and sometimes crying 
with six children; watching my mother die; 
losing a baby desperately wanted. 


I ’m working now three or four nights a 
week, in a convalescent home. It’s a lot of work 
holding down a job, running a big house and 
caring for a big family, but I love it. 


I feel now, more than ever before, that I’m 
a partner wth my husband in our lifetime 
project. I have always felt like a wife and 
mother, but never quite a partner. No longer.

The non-appearance of the 
deuce or three made it clear to 
West that Blast’s five was a 
c(xne-on signal, so, when South 
entered dummy with a heart 
and tried a diamond finesse. 
West took the king and played 
the ace and another spade to put 
an end to declarer’s hopes.

A freshm an entering the 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln 
with fears of large, impersonal 
classes and misgivings about 
taking traditional broad survey 
courses may be pleasantly sur­ 
prised nex t fall. 
"W e w ant p ro s p e c tive 
students, high school teachers, 
counselors and parents helping 
students plan their first-y ear 
program to know that there will 
be a number of new options 
available for consideration," 
said Jam es O'Hanlon, coor­ 
dinator for freshman affairs. 


O'Hanlon said that nex t fall 
freshmen will be able to choose 
from many new rourse offerings 
that have been ex panded to in­ 
clude small seminars, mini- 
courses and in-depth topical 
courses in a variety of subject 
areas. 


"A successful try -out with 
freshman seminars this y ear en­ 
couraged us to ex pand the 
choices available to beginning 
students nex t y ear,” O’Hanlon 
said. The freshman seminars are 


limited to 20 students, are taught 
by regular faculty members and 
involve considerable discussion 
and student input. The instruc­ 
tor also serves as academic ad­ 
viser for many of the seminar 
students. 
Wide Variety 
Fall 197 4 seminar offerings 
will cover subjects such as 
science 
fic tio n, 
highw ay 
locations, writers and politics, 
regional speech in Nebraska 
Dr. John Wadlow, assistant 
dean of Arts and Sciences, said 
that student reaction to the 
sem inar program was very 
positive during the first semester 
of the current academic y ear. 


"An overwhelming majority of 
the students who participated 
recommended the seminars to 
other students, and most said 
they were happier with the 
seminars than with their other 
courses. The setting also seemed 
to facilitate the formation of 
friendships among classmates," 
she said. 


Ninety per cent of the students 


said their instructors were in­ 
terested in them as persons and 
most reported that instructors 
encouraged 
discussion 
and 
thinking for y ourself. 
During the fall semester 187 
stud ents, 
rep rese nting 
39 
different majors participated. 
Only 15 of these students did not 
return to the university second 
semester. 
Positive Effect 
"We think that the seminars 
had an impact. Six ty per cent of 
the students reported that the 
seminars affected their attitude 
to w a rd 
th e 
univ e r s ity 
positively ,” she said. 
O’Hanlon outlined a wide 
iirray of new freshman y ear 
offerings in the College of Arts 
and Sciences 


In Fmglish, a student will be 
able to choose an introductory 
course that centers on drama, 
poetry , short story , non-fiction 
prose or the novel. Literary 
themes, black literature. Native 
American literature and Chicano 
literature are other English op­ 
tions. 


By second sem ester, ad ­ 
ditional courses with a writing 
emphasis will be added to the 
freshm an 
English 
listing , 
O'Hanlon said. 
In geology , five-week "mini- 
courses” will allow the student 
to deal with a single, current 
geologic topic. Oceanography , 
drifting of the continents, ice 
a g e s, e ne r g y p r o ble m s , 
geological catastrophes and 
evolution of geologic thought 
will be the topics. Along with the 
"m ini-courses,” the geology 
department offers seven other 
freshman courses. 


The history department is 
offering freshm en a choice 
between a course that is totally 
lecture or one that includes both 
lecture and discussion 
More 
than 15 courses of a topical 
nature, for ex am ple "T h e 
S h ap ing of th e W e ste rn 
Tradition.” as well as national 
and multi-national survey classes 
are available. 
11 I.anguages Offered 
In th e m odern language 
department, a student may learn 


to speak, read and write any one 
of 11 different languages; more 
than were ever offered previous­ 
ly .

Omaha's Hanscom Park greenhouse — a place where the 


flowers don’t know it’s spring until the first people arrive. 


R ain, snow or shine, plants thrive in the greenhouse's 


tropical climate — which never drops below 78 degrees. 
“ They just bloom their hearts out in here,’’ said assistant 


manager Bob Schlapfer, w’hose green thumb accounts for 
thousands of flowers for Omaha’s parks, streets and 
boulevards. The begonias, he said, have been blooming all 
winter 


But It’s spring for sure when the human browsers start to 


arrive Warm weather lures them into the park — and then 
into the greenhouse for a whiff of its heady aroma and a look at 
its brilliant profusion of blossoms, cactus, creepers, ferns. 


Visitors are stopped in their tracks by the enormous white 


orchids, one of several tropical plants grown “just for show.’’ 
The big palm with its cluster of real bananas is a favorite of 
schoolchildren — some 10,000 to 15,000 of whom are expected 
to visit in classroom groups before June. 
Hanscom Park, with its 41 outdoor flower beds, isn’t the 


only park enriched by the greenhouse’s finery. All told, 200 
flower beds are planted and tended by Parks Dept, personnel 
- including Memorial Park’s lOO-by-54-foot American flag, 
consisting entirely of red, white and blue greenhouse petunias. 
Parks superintendent Joseph Churchich is “ a marvelous 


man,’’ declared Schlapfer; understandably biased where 
flowers are concerned. “ He loves flowers, and so does John Q. 
Public, for that matter.’’

He pointed out that museums 
are aware of the urgent need to 
serve the ever-increasing 
cultural and educational 
demands of the public. He in­ 
dicated that the accreditation 
helps museums measure their 
own performance and improve 
their services to the public. 
“The public needs standards 
by which to judge museum 
operations to be certain that the 
museums are meeting their 
needs. At the same time, the 
support of the public is vital in 
return". Dr. Griesemer said.

That was the o nly technical kno cko u t o n F razier’s 
reco rd. With the o thers, there was no do u bt abo u t 
technicalities. They w ere left sp rawling like lifeless 
m ario nettes with the strings cu t. The Co u ncil Blu ffs 
Bu tcher was still standing, his face a crim so n sp lash fro m 
asso rted left ho o ks; dejected, y et still defiant and p ro u d 
- he’d nev er been kno cked o ff his pins. 


It seem ed like Standee’s future as a pug ilist was 
secure. A man who had fo ug ht fo r the heav y weig ht cham­ 
pio nship sho uldn’t hav e any tro uble g etting fig hts. They 
were o ffered. Lo u Bailey , Jimmy Ellis, Ro n Ly le. The 
dates came and went. Stiil, Sunder hadn’t climbed in the 
ring . 


Finally , he did. A fu ll y ear later, m eeting an o bscu re 
fighter nam ed Jo hn Jo rdan in the Po rtland Ex p o sitio n 
Bu ilding in Maine. 
Ov erweight at 233, Stander lo st a u nanim o u s decisio n 
to the 19 6 -p o u nd Virginia scho o l teacher. Then cam e 
ano ther lo ss to fo rm er dru g addict Jeff M erritt in 
Clev eland and ano ther to an eq u ally -o hscu re heav y weight 
in Hawaii. F o u r lo sses in a ro w. And to no n-rated fighters. 


Had Stander been o v er-rated? Was be just ano ther 
bum -o f-the-m o nth? W hat’s wro ng w ith Stander? 
Questio ns being asked by fig ht fans. Co uldn't he win o ut­ 
side o f Omaha? The answer was he was sadly o ut o f 
shape. 


Bu t no w he has ano ther chance to redeem himself. 
.And. to m ake things e\en better, he has a chance to do it 
in his o wn backy ard Friday against ano ther lo cal 
heav y weight. M o rris Jackso n. Bu t this tim e, the tables 
may be tu rned. Stander still has the charism a, bu t 
Jackso n may well hav e the ability . 
In three fights as am ateu rs. Stander wo n two and 
Jackso n o ne. Bu t Jackso n has imp ro v ed since then. His 
mo st o bv io u s acco m p lishm ent is a three-ro u nd kno cko u t 
o f fo rm er British and Co m m o nwealth heav y weight cham ­ 
p io n Danny McAlinden in Lo ndo n. 


In that fig ht, Jackso n unleashed a sav ag e attack 
ag ainst McAlinden in the seco nd ro und that dro pped him 
fo r a co unt o f fo ur. With o nly 4 5 seco nds g o ne in the third 
ro und, Jackso n ag ain dro pped McAlinden. That was when 
the referee sto pped the fig ht. Jackso n also kno cked o ut 
v eteran Lo u Bailey in the seco nd ro und last December. 


Fo r the first tim e in his career, Jackso n has been 
rated o v er Stander (34-36 ) by the Wo rld Bo x ing Asso cia­ 
tio n A so u rce o f p ride fo r Jackso n, o ne o f ex asp eratio n 
fo r Stander. 
On the date their fight was anno u nced. Stander co n­ 
fessed to being “slightly ” o v er-weight at 245 which, when 
translated into ev ery -day no m enclatu re, co m es o u t near 
26 0 He im m ediately left fo r training u nder the gu idance 
o f Jo hnny Du nne in Pro v idence, R.I. There, he may find 
so me div ine insp iratio n, bu t it’s still any bo dy ’s gu ess at 
what weight Stander will enter the ring this time. 


Once, when he fo ug ht New Yo rker Lee Carr, Stander 
was anno unced at 245. But he stepped o n and o ff the 
scales so fast the needle was halted in mid-g lide. That was 
fo rtunate since they needed the scale to weig h o ther 
fig hters o n the card. 


He entered the ring that tim e with his tru nks p u lled 
alm o st to his chest to hide a p au nch. Bu t he still mo v ed 
like a m iddlew eight and kno cked o u t Carr in the six th 
ro u nd. 
This tim e, with the chance o f su ffering an ig­ 
no minio u s defeat befo re a ho m eto wn cro wd, Stander may 
ju st take the fight serio u sly . And, if he do es, Jackso n 
better stay away fro m the lethal bo mbs Stander carries in 
each hand and be co ntent with p icking u p p o ints by 
bo x ing.

“ Once y o u reach a certain distance, co ntro l 
beco mes mo re impo rtant than raw po wer,’’ be 
ex plains. “ I suppo se it will help so me but y o u 
can o nly swing so fast with a club and maintain 
co ntro l.’’ 
Ro mju e say s he thinks the grap hite shaft is 
“here to stay o nce they get the p rice do wn to 
where p eo p le can affo rd it. 
“They ’re p retty ex p ensiv e no w.” he say s. "I

tried o ne that had a few glass fibers in it and I 
su p p o se I’ll try it again." 
Ro mjue say s o ne o f the drawbacks to the 
g raphite shaft is its o bv io us limitatio ns to a 
driv er o r o ne o ther wo o d. 
“I do n’t think it wo u ld be wo rth the mo ney 
to bu ild a set o f iro ns with grap hite shafts.” he 
say s. “I think it'll p ro bably be u sed ju st fo r a 
driv er o r a three-wo o d. Yo u co u ld u se the three- 
wo o d fo r tho se lo ng p ar fiv es, bu t that’s abo u t 
it. 
“It’s a lo t cheap er to simp ly dro p do wn a 
clu b to get the distance in y o u r iro ns,” he 
ex p lains. “After all, that’s what the grap hite 
shaft is abo u t — added distance.” 
Ano ther reaso n fo r the limiting qualities o f 
the shaft is the g o lf co urses. They ’re to o sho rt 
fo r a full set o f g raphite-shafted clubs. 
“They wo u ld make the p resent go lf co u rses 
o bso lete,” he say s. “Peo p le do n’t hav e either 
the land o r the mo ney to add o n to the p resent 
co u rses. 
“The fu nny thing is that Jack Nicklau s has 
already p ractically made the co u rses o bso lete 
becau se o f his raw p o wer. He’d be deadly with a 
grap hite shaft becau se he can hit so far with 
regu lar shafted clu bs no w."

Wynn’s way, however, didn’t 
always set well with manage­ 
ment, and it was one reason he 
was traded by the Houston As­ 
tros to the Dodgers for veteran 
left-handed pitcher Claude Os­ 
teen At one point last season the 
Astros’ former manager, Leo 
Durocher, went so far as to 
suggest Wynn had a bad atti­ 
tude 
“ I don’t have a bad attitude, ” 
Wynn argued. “See. I’d been 
labeled as a trouble maker in 
Houston, mainly because if I .saw 
something that I didn’t bke as 
far as the ball club was con­ 
cerned. I tried to correct it. 
“ In order for me to do that. I 
had to voice my opinion. I just 
went up to the manager and 
general manager and spoke my 
piece. From that moment on 
they called me a trouble mak­ 
er” 


While Wynn doesn’t want to 
be compared with Davis, the 
Dodgers’ center fielder for 13 
years who was sent to Montreal 
for rebef pitcher Mike Marshal, 
the comparisons are inevitable. 
“ Davis was a great center 
fielder for a lot of years for us," 
Walter Alston, the Dodgers’ 
manager, said. “ He hit right 
around 300 the last five years 
and he can cover a lot of ground 
out there. But Wynn can do 
other things He'll walk a lot 
more than Willie did And he’ll 
probably hit more home runs." 


It’s Wynn’s power which of­ 
ten surprises people. He’s only 5- 
feet-9, but with 229 career home 
runs—20 last year—he ranks 
sixth among active National 
League players 
“ I think I can hit 20 to 30 
homers and knock in 100 runs,” 
Wynn said. “ I also think I can 
steal 25 to 35 bases for the 
Dodgers 
“ As for my defense. I'll just 
have to be me I don’t have the 
sptHHl or the reach of Willie 
Davis, but no balls will fall in 
front of me. or in back of me, 
and Ml catch everything in left 
and right center, too 
Wynn told the Astros that if he 
had to be traded he wanted to go 
to the Dodgers 
“ If I had been traded to Texas 
or Cleveland or somebody bke 
that I might have been ticked 
off 
But I ’m happy here. 
Everything Is beautiful
